lately had recorded Geo.r7., This Empirenotwithſtanding their (trength was 
ouerthrowne for the Emperours filthie life, ſpecially for killing them that 
 hadthe teſtimony of LESF'S. For the Lorde Jeſas fought zgain(t them in 
zuſtice and power,as riding on a white Horſe, with a Bow,and Arrowes ſharpe 
in the hart of the kings enimics. The holy Martyrs,who had harts lvke Lions, 
they laied vnder the Aulter,ſtyrred vp the holy and uſt LORD, to iudge and 
revenge their blood,vpoa thoſe beaſts that ruled the carth. They in patience 
as Oxecn ſacrificed, yeelding their blood, ſaw aiuſt recompence of bloodſhed. 
Foral their prophane Emperours almoſt(fome ſomwhat fauored Chriſtians) 
brought their heads, with blod to the graue:as they came notyp without great 
bloodihed. The vengance of God was to them as a red Horſe,with a rider ha- 
uing a great ſword, anda commiſſion to take peace from the carth: that men 
ſhould kill one another. Famine in great warres is not greatly ſtrange:but here 
ſcarcitie exceeding plentifull did they ſee who were men 1n deede, a puniſh- 
ment ofthe Goſpel rcieed . Many learned men of the heathen noted the pi+ 
tifa]l ſtate:but had not the iudgement of a man to know that forſauzge cruel- 
ty agaynſt the Goſpel this pumiſhment was ſent. The wyſe myght ſcea black 
Horſe,ſent from Cod,with a ryder haning a balance weighing Corne,as Spice 
for dearth: though Oyleand wine,and ſome ſuſtenance of the earth was gran- 
ted by the patience of God. Gods patience not being regarded, he ſent among 
the Ceſzres vpon the perſecution by Dieclerian, threefold rudgmentes to the 
Emperours,as {word,hunger,and death,all togeather. They who with Fagles 
eyes, would come to ſee Chriſt his iuſtice, myght now beholde a pale Horſe | 
hawng death and hetl ryding vpon him . Then ſuch ſlanghter made the Ce- 
fares, and the Auguſts, of them ſeluesaud of their people, that the kinges,and 
| Dukes, and Earles,andenerie free man,and feruaunt,were fayneinall placesto 
| byde them ſelues from them that fauored Chriſtianitie, vhom God madethe 
| ſtronger. The prophane men for Idolatry felt ſuch wrath as did Samaria,whcn 
Iſrael kingdome ended: when they well might fay to the Mountaines,fall vp- 
on vs, & hide vs: Y ea,they that thought themſclues to be the Sunne, Moone, 
{tarres, heavens, and Mountaynes , of tlie: worlde ,and to rule all Hlandes, arc

17.tor eſtimation once had bene 
andafter had not bene,now agayne for eſtimation is: and the POPE rulynge 
ouer the Empire, maketlt the ſeuenth and the eyght Policy in ROME. T'o 
make that point moreplaine,of reuiuyng Rowe by the POP ES, we hauea new 
viſion.

15 .of a bare man of Abra- 
haws (eede,nor ioyne with POPES for the ſupreame Rocke of the Church. 

The booke of Ezra is much of the ſame kinde: but in that age men hadlefſle 
regard to the diligent wifedom of their fathers,as the Miaras alſo remembreth. 
Thence we haue a name marked by a number: wherin both muſt be conſide- 
red. The number ordeyned,is 666. by which we find outa mans name fyt for 
the wofull POPES. In Ezra Chap.2, 13.it1s written, The ſornes of ADOMNI- 
KAM wvere 666. Here thena name of a man by a number is ſhewed: And 
what myght his name meane? Adonikgws , is by interpritation A God ſtan- 
g vp. V Vhat name can better agree with the ROPE, the man of ſinne that 
ſpeaketh with the mouth ofthe Dragon moſt tragically, Iam a God vpon the 
earth, The Pſexdo-catholikgs them ſelues fay:the POPE is God vpon the earth. 

The POPE is Lord of Lordes, and hath the authoritic of the King of Kinges 
ouer his ſubieQes: And is not he then the only man to whom properly belong- 
eth thename ADONIK AM ? Seeing he ſetteth vp him ſelfe in the Temple 


| of God,as if he were GOD. Antiochus Epiphanes who [tarted fro Rome & ſer mm

5 The ſupremacie of POPES 
was a Mountaine of fire caſt into the Sea. * Their ceafing to be Paltors ma- 
keth a Starrefall from Hequen . Thereupon tothe Church cloſely, as openly 
by Mahomed folow great harmes, The Star fallenfrom Heauen, was an Angel 
of a congregation : his ſedition is a Torch : his deadly corrupting Scriptures 
1s V Vormewood making bitter waters . In a ſhort time they that ſeemed to 
beas thoſe in Gen. 37.19. the Sunne, Moone and Stars,be much darkened. After 
this the Star that fell fro the heauenly congregation, the Pope worketh ſtrange 
things : by the keyes of the Pit he looſed outa ſmoake of hereſies,that darke- 
ned Sunne and ayre :all brightnes of Scripture . Thence ariſcth his Cleargie, 
which moſtliuely is expreſſed. They be Locuſtes for their idle bellies, and 
troupes of loyterers: they be Scorpions for cloſe poyſoning doarrine: And the | 
Taylcis the Prophet that ſpeakethlyes. They arc tor the warres which they 
make and (trengthening oftheir owne Authoritie: as Horſes ready for battel: 
with wings of Charrets: with teeth of Lyons , with habergions of Iron . For 
ouerrunning Magiſtrates,they haue crownes of counterfcite Golde : for pri- 
uate ſtate 1n-pretence: they haue faces of © men: for Cloiſterkeeping and wo-| 
manly life : and for many of woman ſexe, they haue hayre like women. 
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Theſe notes all agree molt fitly to the P/cudecatholiques. 

Now conſider Moamedor Machumed , whom God gaue vp toa blynde 
minde,andeffeRin errour, that by him Chriſtians might ſee , what miſchiefe 
might aſwell come by Popes ſupremacy. This ſoamed an Iſmaclite being a 
poore man;till he maried a widow welthy and ofhigh countenance: hauing 
the falling fickneſle,whercby the widow was fory that ſhe matched with him, | 

er{waded her by himifelre and others,that his fits were buta trance: wherein 
8 talked withthe angel Gabricl . The woman made women belecue that her 
husband was a Prophet: afterwards men by helpe of certaine Hzretiques ſet 
the falſe Prophet forward . From Judaiſme, Arrixs, Neftorixs , and his owne 
brayne,heframeth adodtrine.Much he was oppoſite to the Pope.as in polyga-

my againſt his Monachy: nuchin theſame kinde,as that he hath the keyes of |; 
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c OPTS, | 
P ARADISE: as the Popes were then ſomewhat talking of S. PETERS keyes, 
Both had Keyes of the Pit. He preuaileth ſo by forceof his wilde company, and 
guile deceyuing the ſimple: that before his death he winneth « Arabia, and the 
countries about Euphrates. The ſonnes of 1/»ael aſhamed of Agars name, borowe 
from Sara the terme of Saracens. The Pepe was bolder , that taketh from God the 
title HO LY NES, His ſonnes of darkenes folow him thac appropriate the 
name of Carholkes,being but Pſexdecathelignes.Both intheir deceit encreaſe much: 
the one by ſucceſle in warres,and one poiut of plaine trueth; that Images might 
n no wyſe be worſhipped. The other proſpered by teaching aſhort way, ſuppo- 


ſtanding and reuerence. The Pope was mighty in caufing Starres to fall from hea- 


| uen, Agarines preuayled'in conqueſt of the carth. Theſe countries in ſpeedy pro- 
| ceſſe were ouerrun, Phenicia, Paletma,Teruſalems,all Syria, Perſia, Armenia , Spayne, 


Sicity,Crete, much of Italy, Calabria , and all Longebardia :cuen to Rome once grear. 
But God would haue there a throne for a vicar of Pilates holynes : and Citrims to 
holde ſuch Abaddon vntyll the end. Arthe laſt chus the T wrkes ioyne with them. 
VVhen the Saracens had conquered much they make five mighty Empires. In 
Spayne,Libia, Egypt, Babilon,and Perſia. Machumed of Imbrael king of Perfiahawn Z 
warre agaynſt Babel and 7ndia:hiteth three thouſand Trkes,to whom one T argo- 
lipex was generall. They by name and place ſhoulderyle from T ogarma.In Hero- 
ors the name Iyrkes is recorded: where the place ſomewhat argueth the mento 
be theſame. Theſc helping Machumed atlaſt fellto anmtany,and to auoyde pu- 
niſhment,ſhronketo a place of great vantage for ſafety:V V hom Muchxmer wh 


| king to repreſle,by vnheedines loſt 20000 of his men :being angry, pulde our 


his Capraines eyes, and threatned to pur all the other Souldiers to open ſhame.

So long ſharpe warres neuer were inthe worlde,of ſuch calamitiesro both 
ſides. The places by old names, fall properly within the text: for Plagy Amioch 
was buylr by that GOG Ezek.z8.And Jeruſalem was called the Holy Citie: not-| 
withſtanding here the foure quarters ofthe earth, and troublers of the Chriſti.
